benehrts unto, us. And he ſides this, Chriſts 
Goſpel is not a Cetewonial Law (a 
auch of Mujes Law was ) but it is a Reli- 
gion to ſerve God, not in bondage of 
rhe ſigute Gr ſhadow, but in the freedom 
of the Spirit z being content only with 
thoſe Ceremunics which do ſetve to a 
decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, and 
ſuch as be apt to fig up the dull wind of 
men to the renenbrance of his duty to 
God, by fone notable an ſpecial 4ignifi- 
cation, 3 he might be edihed, 
Furtherrore, the malt weirthty cauſe of 
rhe aboliſhment of cerciin Ceremonies was, 
That ttey were to lat abuſed, partly by 
the ſipefſtitious blindneſs uf the tu le, and 
untearned, ond partly by the untatisbſe 
Avatice of fach as ſought more their own 
lucre, than theGiory o God, that the 
Avules coul nat well be taken away, the 
thing rem; un. Iti n. 
Bur now as con-erning thoſe perſons, 
which perwiventure will be oftended, tor 


that ſome of the ol4 Ceremonies are 
retained ſtin Ifrhey confider, that with» 
our ſome Ceremonte it is not ; oſfible ro 
keep any Order, or quiet Diſcipline in 
the Church, thev ſhall exfilv pecceive jait 
canſe roreſorm rheir judgments, And i 
they think much that any of the old de 
remain, an would tathet have all deviſed 
anew : Then ſuch men granting fome Ce 
renonies convenient to be had, ſ.rely 
where the old may be well uſed, there 
they cannot reaſonably repeve the old 
only for rheir- vge, wirhout bewraying Of 
thit own folly. For in ſich a c#fe riey 
cught rather to have reverence unto them 
for their am-iquity, it they wilt declate 
themſelves ro be ' more {tucious of unity 
and concord, than of invovations zug 
new finglenefs, which (as mach as may 
be with true ſetting forth of Chriſts Reli 
gion ) i-alwars tobe eſchewed. Farther- 
more, ſuch ſha! have no ſuſt cauſe with 
the Cererories reſerved to be offended. 
For as thoſe be taken away which were 
moſt abuſed, and did burden mens con- 
iciences, without any c-uſe ; fo rhe other 
that remain, are rterainel tor a Diſcipline 
and Order, which (upon juſt caſes ) 
way be altered and changed, and there- 
fore ire not to be eſteemed equal with 
Gods Law. And moreover, they be nei- 
ther dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are 
ſo ſet forth, that every man may 'under- 
ſtan what they do mean, and toe what uſe 
they do ſerve. So that ir is not like thar 
they in time to come ould be abuſed as 
other hove been. An in theſe ont doings 
we conJemn no other Nation:, not pre- 
ſeribe any thing but to our own people on- 
ly : For we think it convenient, ther eve- 
ry Country ſkould uſe fuch Ceremonies 
as they ſhall think beit ro the ſetting 
forth of Gods henour and glory, and to 
the relucing of the people to a molt per- 
te& and godly living, withunt error or 
ſaperitirion ; and that they ſhould pur a- 
way orher things, which from time to 
time, they perceive to be moſt abufed, 
as in Mens Orc inances it often chancerh 
diverſly in divers Countries.
